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O argue againft the ufe of /iteral critici/m in gene- 
ral, from the abufe of it, is certainly a very falfe 
way of reafoning : to which however the literal critics 
have given too much occafion, by their extravagant and 
arbitrary conjeftures. “That many of Mr, T’s emenda- 
tions of the Englifh poet are fuch, I fhall not at prefent 
venture to affirm; tho” his miftakes in his correétions of 
the Greek ‘paffages make it juftly to be fufpetted. 

The learned Dr. BentTL Ey, who certainly deferves the 
title of the greateft literal critic now alive, in his Pre- 
face to his edition of Mitron’s Paradije lof, layed 
down fome pretended matters of faét,- as founda- 
tions for the extraordinary liberties he had taken with 
that author, which have been proved to be abfolutely 
falfe. This ftumbling at the very threfh-hold, was a 
very unlucky omen; and gave the generality of the 
world a juft prejudice againft that audacious undertaking. 

Mr. T. feems to have been fo far biaffed by his 
admiration of that great man, as not only to endeavour 
to excufe that work, by:a wrong account of his chief aim 
and intention therein, (Pref. p. 39, 40.] but even to 
follow his example in this Preface; urging fome things 
in defence of his own undertaking, in which he feems 
as evidently to be miftaken, as the Doétor wass and from 
which-his readers may probably be as apt to fufpect, that 
he is often miftaken in his boafted emendations.
